No compulsive race-track gambler studies his 
form sheets as carefully, closely and eagerly as 
the professional educators in the United States 
pore over the records, reports and statistics of 
the high school dropout, the youngster who quits 
high school before graduation. 


The dropout has been probed, thumped, turned 


inside out and all but taken apart in an effort to 
see what makes him tick — what on earth could 
make him sacrifice his entire economic future so 
readily and irreversibly as he does when he leaves 
school. 


The bibliography on dropouts is thick. 


Studied Collectively 


But all of these extensive works study him col­ 
lectively. 


When it comes to the dropout individually, the 


figures and reports are shoved aside. For then 
the dropout is a living person and a very specific 
individual problem to the guidance counselor and 
the high school principal. 


Take the case of Eddie F. 


Eddie was 16 when, abruptly and tragically, his 
father deserted the family. There were three oth­ 
ers, all younger, and for awhile that family was 
in an economic battle for survival.

at

A blanket of official secrecy 
hung over the escape of the 30- 
year-oid Navy pilot, whose un­ 
arm ed 
reconnaissance 
plane 
was shot down by Communist 
groundfire on June 6 while fly­ 
ing a mission over Red - held 
positions. 


Official sources had instruc­ 
tions to release no details, but 
bits and pieces of Klusm ann’s 
epic were coming out from un­ 


official sources. 


Klusmann’s 
wife, 
Sara, 
30, 
had flown to Travis AirForce 
Base, Calif., earlier in the day 
ta meet her husband, who flew 
in from Thailand via Honolulu. 


“ I’m certainly happy to be 
here,” Klusmann said on land­ 
ing. “ I’m glad to be back. I 
feel good. 
I expected to be 
back. I feel real good.” 


His wife told newsmen: 


“I feel better than I’ve ever 
felt in my whole life.” 
When Klusmann 
saw Adm 
Moorer — who was aboard the 
Kitty 
Hawk 
when 
Klusmann 
took off on his ill-fated flight 
last June 6 on which Commu­ 
nist ground fire shot down his 
photo reconnaisance plane over 
Laos, Klusmann said: 


“ I owe you an apology. You 
told me not to get shot down 
and I did.” 


The adm iral replied: 


“ Glad to see you back.”
